INTERNATIONAL 
CONTRIBUTIONS AND 
BENEFITS 


Through individual and 
institutional efforts our 
international presence and linkages 
continue to expand. India was well 
represented by Sayomdeb 
Mukherjee, Member ‘Ankur’ 
(IICP's Advocacy Group), at the 
International Society for 
Augmentative and Alternative 
Communication (ISAAC), 
International Conference in Natal, 
Brazil. In October 2004, as the 
recipient of the prestigious 
“WORDS + ISAAC 2004 
Outstanding Consumer Lecture 
Award’, his paper was met with 
a standing ovation. This was the 
first time that an Indian had won 
this award. As a member of the 
ISAAC Executive I was privileged 
to be present on the occasion. 


IICP has made a significant 
contribution to international 


efforts in the disability sector. As 
the NGO member of the 
Consultative Committee to the 
Ministry of Social Justice and 
Empowerment (MSJE) on the UN 
Convention on Disability, we were 
able to convince the Government 
of India that our recommendation 
to include “augmentative and 
alternative communication (AAC)” 
in Article 13 was important. The 
Indian delegation was successful 
in getting “augmentative and 
alternative communication” listed 
in Draft Article 13: Freedom of 
expression and opinions and access 
to information of the International 
Disability Convention Caucus 
document. 


As the National Resource Centre 
for AAC our work is attaining 
recognition. As Co-Chair of the 
Developing Countries group 
within ISAAC, Dr. Reena Sen 
continues to guide and make 
valuable contributions. In February 
2005, I was invited by the 
Department of Communication, 
Georgia State University, Atlanta, 
to lecture at their research 
department. I was also invited to 
present a workshop at the Virginia 
State Conference on Augmentative 
and Alternative Communication 
(AAC). These provided excellent 
opportunities to present IICP's 
work in the ficld of AAC. Links 
with two US Universities have 
been established and discussions 
on future rescarch collaboration 
are underway. Swati Lahiri, Head 
of ICT presented a paper on ICT 
for disability at the HUSITA 
conference in Hong Kong in 
August 2004. 


In continuation of our training 
linkages with School of 
Communication Studies, 
University of Sydney, the first 
batch of six speech therapy 
students came for a three-week 
internship in February 2005. This 
proved to be mutually beneficial 
and the internship programme is 
continuing. IICP?s website 
www.iicpindia.com has recently 
been updated. Through this 
coverage we have been able to sell 
more publications this year and 
have established new networks 
around the world.

I am pleased to present some of 
the highlights of 2004-2005. 


Training Activities 

At the National Level, the 
Training and Research Division 
has played an important role. 
Since our policy has always been 
one of sharing, our affiliates and 
partners continue to benefit from 
our growth and progress. Over 
the year they have participated in 
various training and placement 
programmes as one of the benefits 
of their affiliation to us. Many of 
our affiliates have become SNAC 
centres under the National Trust. 
We are delighted by their progress 
and have mutually enjoyed their 
productive role. 


The division has brought laurels 
to IICP and its reputation as a 
prestigious academic institute of 
excellence continues to grow. We 
are very pleased that the B Ed. 
Course in Special Education in 
Locomotor and Neurological 
Impairments was started in July 
2004. This course is affiliated to 
Jadavpur University and 
recognised by the RCI and is the 
first specialised course in this field 
being conducted in the eastern 
region. 


Several senior faculty members 
were invited to present papers at 
national level conferences. 
Dr. Reena Sen was invited to 
present a paper at the 
International Conference on 
Inclusive Education in New Delhi 
in February 2005. She was also 
part of the Core Group on 
discussing policies on Inclusive 
Education in India. As a nationally 
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recognised Master Trainers in 
different specialised fields: Deaf- 


\ Blind (Gargi Sinha Mitra) , CBR 


(M. B. Chhetri), Therapy (Tessa 
lin) and AAC (Sudha Kaul) 
P were invited by NGO's 
as well as National Institutes to 
run workshops in different parts 
of India. 


In February 2005 the Social 
Services Department organised 
a very successful National Seminar 
*Rights On: Empowerment, 
Rights and Access for Persons 
with Disabilities". Anuradha 
Mohit from the National Human 
Rights Commission, Delhi was 
the Guest of Honour. Among the 
speakers was the Vice-Chancellor 
of West Bengal National 
University for the Juridical 
Sciences, Kolkata. Placements at 
IICP have increased from 29 in 
the previous year to 74 
organisations from varied 
professional fields - law, 
rehabilitation, education, 
psychology, and from different 
parts of India including Bangalore 
and Hyderabad and the districts 
of West Bengal. 


Research Activities 


Information Communication 
"Technology (ICT) for Inclusion 


ICT for Inclusion has been the 
focus of our research work. The 
Indian Picture Symbols for 
Communication (IPSC), a library 
of culturally and linguistically 
appropriate picture icons 
developed by IICP will soon be 


ready in a CD format. 


Several new projects have been 
initiated in collaboration with IIT, 
Kharagpur. All the projects are 
supported by the Ministry of 
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Information Communication 
Technology. We are very pleased 
that we are gaining recognition 
as the leading NGO in the field 
of ICT and communication 
disabilities. A major benefit of this 
has been the development of new 
projects and the involvement of 
people with disabilities: 


SANYOG  - a software to 
facilitate language development 
and communication with a 
synthesized speech output in 
Bengali and Hindi. i 


SHIKSHAK - a language 
prediction and processing 
programme to enhance literacy 
skills in Hindi and Bengali. 


SWEEPSTICKS - the first 
indigenous access software that is 
an alternative to the mouse. 


STATE BENEFITS 

Training 

This year our major impact in the 
districts of West Bengal has been 
through our role as the National 
Trust’s State Nodal Agency (SNAC) 
and our input into the West Bengal 
Government's Sarva Shiksha 
Abhiyan (SSA) Programmes. The 
Departments of Home and 
Residential Care, Community Based 
Rehabilitation (CBR), the Adult 
Services and the Inclusive Open 
School Unit Section (IOSU) have 
made a major contribution. 
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IICP is also working with the 
West Bengal Pollution Control 
Board on an interesting and 
innovative training programme. 


The Adult Training Service has 
trained 211 trainers in different 
districts on preparing 
biodegradable paper bags. 


AII the services of the Institute 
continue to run smoothly, 
maintaining their high standard 
of work. The credit for this goes 
entirely to the Head of each 
service and the collective effort of 
the staff. Table 1 shows the total 
number of beneficiaries over the 
last three years. The beneficiaries 
of our Services Division are 
students who attend our services 
at Taratalla in Kolkata- School 
Services/Family Services/Adult 
Services and Respite Services. The 
impact of our training 
programmes is seen in the increase 
of trainees attending the various 
programmes offered by the 
"Training Division. 

This also includes training on site 
in rural and urban areas and our 


work through the SNAC, SSA 
programmes.

Inclusion 


In our continuing support for 
inclusion of children in 
mainstream schools we have 
continued to support the State 
Government's initiatives through 
its Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan 
programme. Dr. Madhuchhanda 
Kundu was invited by the SSA, 
Government of West Bengal, as 
a Key Resource Person from IICP. 
She and other colleagues at IICP 
have trained 1152 Head Teachers 
and Principals from mainstream 
schools from different districts of 
West Bengal. 


In Kolkata, 108 teachers from 
mainstream schools attended 
workshops on Inclusive Education 
run by Dr. Reena Sen. The 
Assessment Counselling & 
Education (ACE) Centre is 
becoming increasingly popular 
and the need for this specialised 
service is obvious from the 
number of children from 
mainstream schools being referred 
for assessment. 


The National Institute for Open 
Schooling (NIOS) has recognised 
IICP's Inclusive Open School 
Unit (IOUS) as a registered 


training institute. IOUS has 
grown by leaps and bounds. 


During the year 2004-2005, 186 
students have registered for the 
Senior Secondary Course. Of this 
number 4 students with cerebral 
palsy have passed the examination 
with flying colours. 43 students 
have registered in the Rabindra 
Mukta Vidyalya, of which 10 are 
students with disabilities. 5 
students with disabilities have 
completed their secondary course 
and passed with credit while five 
more are continuing their course. 


Awareness and Advocacy: 


On our Founder's Day, 18 
November 2004 the highlight was 
a Solidarity Walk to create 
awareness towards an inclusive 
society. Over 2000 school children 
and citizens of Kolkata participated. 


Representatives from ‘Ankur’, Jeeja 
Ghosh and Debasis Biswas took 
part in various disability related 
forums, at both the national and 
state levels. ‘Ankur’ has also 
increased its network in Kolkata 
to include other NGO's, Swayam 
and the Disability Activist Forum 
(DAF). ‘Ankur’ with the CBR 
Department held 11 advocacy 
meetings in urban slum 
communities in Kolkata. Over the 
year approximately 1200 people 
have attended these 
programmes. As a result, more 
awareness has grown in the 
community and in partnership 
with the local development 
agencies, some services have begun. 


Rural Awareness Programmes 


We have worked closely with the 
Office of the Commissioner of 
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Disabilities, West Bengal, particularly 
with Shri. Supriyo Gupta, the 
Commissioner Disability, who has 
supported our rural initiatives. New 
inroads have been made and new 
networks established. In January 
2004 IICP was appointed as SNAC 
for West Bengal. Under the very 
able guidance of Sonali Nandi many 
programmes were initiated. The 
interest shown in the National Trust 
programmes is evident from the 
number of people who have attended 
the programmes that we have 
conducted. 991 people were direct 
beneficiaries of our training and 
awareness programmes. 


Community Based 
Rehabilitation in Urban Slums 


The project Sangam focuses on 
Urban Community Work in slums 
of Kolkata. We are exploring 
practical approaches to home 
management programmes with 
the support of our three partners 
IPER, CINI-Asha and Saroj 
Nalini Dutt Memorial 
Association. We greatly appreciate 
the support we have received from 
all of them. We continue to learn 
from this valuable experience. We 
are grateful to MIBLOU for 
supporting this project. 


A detailed report of each service 
is given later in this report. My 
congratulations to all the staff on 
their achievements. I would like 
to take this opportunity to record 
my appreciation of the 
contribution that Vijaya Dutt 
made as the Principal of the 
School. She has now moved on 
to Delhi and we wish her well. 
Swapna Mukherjee, who has taken 
over her position, will, I am 
confident, further augment the 
quality of this service. 
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Our children at all times bring us 
joy and are our inspiration. Their 
stories are many and beyond the 
pages of an annual report. My 
sincere thanks to them and their 
families. To each staff member my 


congratulations for their 
contribution towards our mission. 
IICP's achievements and the 
benefits we have gained, are all due 
to their collective and individual 
efforts. 


As always, the Governing Body 
has given guidance and direction. 
My appreciation to all our donors, 
well wishers, Ministry of Social

Oa Institute of Cerebral 


Palsy (IICP) has been the recipient 
of several awards in 2004-05. 


IICP is grateful to the MSJE, 
Government of India, for assistance 
that covers 3096 of our total 
expenditure. We are also grateful 
to our donors and well wishers 
whose donations help us to 
supplement the expenditure 
incurred by the organisation. 


IICP's services have been offered 
through its Family Services Division 
(Out Patients Department, 
Diagnostic Clinic and Sishu Sathi), 
School Services Division (Centre 
for Special Education, National 
Institute of Open Schooling) and 


the Adult Services (Adult Training 
Centre, and the Adult Leisure and 
Learning Unit). Beneficiaries in the 
Family Services Division come from 
as far as Bangladesh and Nepal. 234 
of the above beneficiaries have also 
used the Residential Services. 
Majority of our children come from 
families who belong to the low 
income groups. 

In addition, our partner agencies 
in the districts of West Bengal and 
affiliated organisations in different 
states of India, have provided 
services to thousands of 
beneficiaries with our professional 
support. 


Publications and audio visual 


materials produced by IICP have 
been disseminated to many 
organisations in India and abroad. 


Over the year senior staff from 
IICP have been invited to conduct 
training programmes, serve as 
external examiners and monitor 
services all over India. 
Rehabilitation Council of India 
and Jadavpur University have 
recognised our training 
programmes. 


IICP continues to adhere to the 
directions laid out by its mission 
statement and fulfil the faith and 
responsibility bestowed on us by 
its beneficiaries. 
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Os of the Institute for the current year is Rs. 105 lakhs. This is in line with last year despite the 
lower interest rates. Income of Rs. 10 lakhs and Government Grant of Rs. 3 lakhs (due to adjustment of 
fees collected from the students) was compensated by higher donations of Rs. 10 lakhs and award of 
Rs. 1.50 lakhs from the Government for being the Best Institute in the country for the year 2004. 


Expenditure has increased by about Rs. 12 lakhs in the year due to increase in salary and wages (596), 
repairing charges and other overheads. This resulted in an increase of loss from Rs. 2.36 lakhs in the year 
2003-04 to Rs. 15.81 lakhs in the year 2004-05. However, the fund position did not deteriorate on account 
of Capital Grants received by the Institute. 


The level of Fixed Deposits and Investment Bonds of various Financial Institute are more or less the same 
as in previous year.

The Department of Therapy and Rehabilitation has been able to give input on most of the courses conducted by IICP, 
including the B.Ed course, CBR Diploma, National Trust Caregivers course. M. B. Chhetri and Indranil Ghosh have also 
given training input into the SNAC programmes, conducted under the auspices of National Trust. Workshops have been 
conducted for both staff and parents at IICP. 


The speech therapy interns from NIHH, Regional training Centre have been given input on physical aspects of cerebral 
palsy, mealtime management and communication. We were also fortunate to have Dr. Susan Balandin, Senior Lecturer, 
University of Sydney, Australia, revisit for a follow-up on mealtime management. During her visit, Indranil Ghosh was 
involved in devising a collaborative assessment form for mealtime management, which has been piloted at IICP. 


The four week course on Basic Management of Cerebral Palsy for Medical Practitioners’ was held in July and co-ordinated 
by Asis Ghosh. The curriculum reflected the increased importance of neonatal care and follow-up of high risk infants. This 
had led to a strengthening of links with some of the major neonatal intensive care units in the city, and has resulted in a 
marked increase of neonates being referred to IICP”s Early Intervention Clinic.

The Centre for Special 
Education 


The Centre for Special Education 
(CSE) of the Indian Institute of 
Cerebral Palsy provides school 
services to 150 children with cerebral 
palsy who attend 5 days a week. The 
age range is from 2.5 years - 18 
years. The medium of instruction is 
Bengali, Hindi and English. The 
school offers formal, non-formal and 
special education provided by 
experienced and qualified 
professionals. CSE also offers an 
intensive afternoon programme, the 
Extension Services, which children 
attend twice a week 


The Centre for Special Education 
serves as a model for training 
programmes run by IICP and 
provides internship and placement 
opportunities not only to 
professionals and students from its 
training programmes but from all 
over India. CSE teachers and 
students are also participating in 
awareness programmes in the 
community organised by the CBR 
Department 


Parents are considered to be an 
integral part of CSE. They are 
encouraged to visit formally four 
times a month, twice to observe and 
carry out their children's educational 
and physical programmes in the 
classrooms, and twice to take part 
in the parent education programmes. 
They are also encouraged to help in 


the hydrotherapy pool. It is 
heartening to see that many parents 
are not only participating in these 
programmes but are taking an active 
role in organising different cultural 
events together with professionals

Early Intervention Clinic 


Infants that are high-risk for 
developing neuro-motor problems 
are screened in this clinic. Many of 
the infants, some of them as young 
as two weeks of age, are now being 
referred directly from neonatal 
intensive care units, both in 
government and private hospitals 
Infants who show definite neuro- 
motor problems are given 
physiotherapy and the special 
educator gives input on play and 
communication. Parents are advised 
and given hands-on training on how 
to handle their baby at home and 
receive continuous support from 
trained social workers. The babies 
attend this service until they are two 
years old when they transfer to OPD. 


Over the year 182 babies have 
attended this clinic. 


Out Patient Department (OPD) 
This department of Family Services 
offers assessment and management 
of children with cerebral palsy over 
the age of two years. Parents are 
given hands-on training in physical 
management, activities of daily living 
(ADL) and learning given by a team 
of special educators, social workers 
and physiotherapists. 

The number of service users at the 
end of the year 2004-05 was 1089, 
including new admissions. 


Diagnostic Clinic 

Dr. Vinay Hamirwasia, MD (Paed.) 
runs this clinic every Thursday 
morning. Children with cerebral 


palsy are referred to the OPD for. 


assessment and advice. Children who 
do not have cerebral palsy are given 
advice and referred to hospitals and 
other organisations. 


This year 790 families have used the 
services of this clinic. 


Neurology Clinic 

This bimonthly clinic provides 
treatment and advice for children 
and adults with cerebral palsy who 
have seizures or other neurological 
problems. Anti-convulsive medicines 
are supplied free of cost to families 
with low-income. Dr. Indrani 
Dasgupta, MD, DM (Neurology) 
has seen 108 children in the clinic 
over the last year. 


Sishu Sathi Out Reach Clinic 


On Mondays and Tuesdays every 
week Sishu Sathi runs an OPD 
service, offering therapy, training in 
activities of daily living (ADL) and 
teaching input to children with 
cerebral palsy. This clinic caters to 
the families from north and central 
Calcutta and North 24 Parganas. 
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A Parent Involvement Programme 
(PIP) runs three days a week. 
Parents work as facilitators on 
individual education programmes 
with their own and other children, 
guided by two special educators. 
Parents' skills are regularly enhanced 
with workshops and training 
programmes. 


The number of service users in Sishu 
Sathi at the end of the year was 127 
of which 23 children used the PIP 
services. 


ACE Services 

This clinic provides training for 
teachers in mainstream schools and 
assessment and guidance for students 


whose academic performance is 
causing concern to teachers and 
parents. These services have grown 
over the last few years as there is 
greater awareness of children's special 
needs. 


This year training was provided 
forl08 teachers and 20 children 
availed of the assessment services. 


I ADULT SERVICES — H— i 
Jharna Sur M. Ed. Sp. Ed. 


The Adult Services has seen 
significant developments in the last 
two years. Besides vocational and 
life-skill training, Adult Services has 
been working for advocacy and 
mainstreaming. The activities of 
‘Ankur’, the advocacy group formed 
by the trainees and ex-students of 
ICP, have increased and they have 
made their presence felt in every 
corner of the city from urban slums 
to shopping malls. They are 
networking with other advocacy 
groups in the country including 
“Ektha”, Vidyasagar, Chennai and 
organisations working for human 
rights issues such as Swayam and 
the Disability Activist Forum (DAF) 
in Kolkata. In August last year 
‘Ankur joined hands with ‘Ektha’ a 
self-advocacy group from Chennai 
amd organised a two-day workshop 
at IICP. Sixty-five participants with 
varied disabilities attended the 
workshop from Assam, Mizoram, 
Jharkhand, Chennai and Bihar and 
the districts of West Bengal and 
Kolkata. There were brain-storming 
sessions on access, education and 
employment. The Commissioner of 
Kolkata Police, Mr. Sujoy 
Chakraborty inaugurated the 
workshop. In December 2004, the 


Advocacy Group took part in the 
Human Rights Fair organised by 
Swayam. IICP had a stall displaying 
their awareness materials and 
publications. Four ‘Ankur’ members 
presented a skit Amader Katha’ 
(Our Story) at the inaugural 
function of the special education cell 
at Jadavpur University. ‘Ankur’ is 
also working with the CBR team of 
IICP and conducting awareness 
programmes in the slums of Kolkata. 


The trainees of the Printing Unit 
are now busy making eco-friendly 
paper bags. This unit is also working 
with West Bengal Pollution Control 
Board and five workshops were 
conducted in the districts of West 
Bengal for manufacturing bio- 
degradable paper bags as viable 
alternatives to plastic carry bags. 
Sk. Kamaluddin, a senior trainee 
with Mr. William Borneo, Deputy 
Head of ATC travelled from 
Darjeeling to Nadia to run these 
workshops. They also supplied the 
paper bags to individuals and 
organisations including the British 
Council who ordered designer bags 
for distribution on International 
Women’s Day. 


The trainees of the Catering Unit 


regularly serve lunch and snacks to 
guests, visitors and people attending 
workshops and seminars held in 
ICP. They had the opportunity to 
serve tea, cake and biscuits, baked 
by them, to both the outgoing 
Governor of West Bengal Mr. Viren 
J. Shah and to the present Governor, 
Mr. Gopalkrishna Gandhi. 
In the Computer Unit, trainees are 
attending computer courses on 
Office Management, Database 
Management, Desktop Publishing 
and Web Designing together with 
young people from economically 
weaker sections of the community. 
This inclusion programme is proving 
successful for everyone. The 
Computer Unit has also opened its 
doors to students registered for 
NIOS at IICP. 


Senior trainces who use AAC 
(Augmentative and Alternative 
Communication) are involved with 
research on the development of 
assistive devices for people with 
disabilities. ‘Gupshup’ and 
*Kathamala', the voice output 
devices, are being widely used to 
facilitate communication and 
interaction in the Adult Leisure and 
Learning Unit. 


i COMMUNIY BASED 


REHABILITATION SERVICES 


This year there have been three main 
areas of focus in the services of the 
CBR Department.

DIPLOMA COURSE IN CBR 


This one-year course is recognised 
by the Rehabilitation Council of 
India and conducted in collaboration 
with Jadavpur University. The 
course commenced in August 2004 
with thirteen students. We are 
grateful to all internal and external 
faculty members for their technical 
inputs and to all the organisations 
working with visual impairment, 
hearing impairment and mental 
retardation that provided support 
for case studies, field placements, 
internship and teaching practice.

URBAN COMMUNITY 
SERVICE 


IICP has completed the first year of 
‘Sangam’, a three-year project in 
Kolkata slums. This project is in 
collaboration with CINI-Asha, 
IPER and Saroj Nalini Dutt 
Memorial Association for Women 
(SNDMAW). We conducted seven 
community awareness meetings in 
slum communities with our 
advocacy group, ‘Ankur’. We 
provided two-day orientation 
training for 157 primary school 
teacher trainees organised by 
SNDMAW and IPER. We have also 
conducted two-day orientation 
training for twenty staff members 
and volunteers from three partner 
organisations. A two-day refresher 
course was conducted for twenty 
participants, comprising teachers 
and parents from Asha Niketan, a 
special school in the slum 
community that has included five 


' children with disability from the 


slum community in the school. 

Thirty-three site visits were made 
and till date, we have identified 52 
persons with disability ranging in 
age from 2.5 years - 35 years. There 
are 30 males and 22 females. Twenty 
have cerebral palsy, nine have mental 
retardation, six have post-polio 
paralyses, and four have hearing 
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M. B. Chhetri Dip. Physiotheraphy, Dip. CBR (UK) 


impairment. The remaining thirteen 
persons have other disabilities. 


The project team provides basic 
home management programmes for 
families. Fifteen children have 
received special furniture. Eight have 
received disability ID cards. Twelve 
children are now attending schools. 
Nine are attending special school, 
two are going to a regular school 
and one is attending a school for 
street children. 


An important aspect of the project 
has been establishing networks with 
other organisations in the slum 
communities. In the CINI-Asha 
sites, Asha Niketan special school 
now has five children from the 
slums attending regularly. We have 
conducted training for mothers and 
siblings at Pasteur Institute, Tangra. 
We have held awareness meetings 
and contacted many mainstream 
schools who are now receptive to 
admitting children with disabilities. 
In the SNDMAW sites, Anchalik 
Unnayan Samity was the venue for 
a training programme for volunteers 
and parents. We have referred one 
young person for vocational training 
at the Care and Counselling Special 
School. Two children with special 
needs are now attending local 
schools. The local MLA's have also 
given support to our project. 

At the IPER sites, New Arati Sangha 
a local club in Lake Gardens, that 
runs a school for street children, has 
admitted one child with disability 
and one child is attending a school 
for street children run by Nabin 
Sangha a local club. 
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SUPPORT AND 
CONSULTANCY SERVICES 


@ The CBR department was able 
to provide fifteen organisations 
from the districts and Kolkata 
with special furniture and aids 
under the ADIP Scheme. We 
distributed special furniture to 
268 children and adults and 
communication boards to 61 
children. We also provided 
support to various activities of 
National Trust including visits 
to cight districts for monitoring, 
assessment of organisations and 
training

We were privileged to receive the 
‘Best Respite Care Service in India? 
Award from the National Trust on 
30 September 2004. The National 
Trust had appointed us as the State 
Nodal Agency Centre (SNAC) for 
West Bengal in January 2004 and 
we continue to serve in this role. 


Indian Institute of Cerebral Palsy 
has always initiated and expanded 
its services according to the needs 
expressed by the family members of 
people with disabilities. In 
recognition of the needs of parents 
and families of individuals with 
cerebral palsy, IICP took a major 
step forward in planning ‘Long Term 
Respite Care" services for youngsters 
with cerebral palsy and multiple 
disabilities. As a result of discussions 
with parents of young adults with 


disabilities, this Respite Care 
programme has recently been 
initiated. As one aspect of a range 
of services, Respite Care offers help 
to families in their own homes and 
at IICP in the specially designed 
flats on it's premises. This implies 
that a wider range of families are 
assisted, and the family has a greater 
likelihood of continuity of services 
at home and at IICP, 


Respite Care offers a home away 
from home in a comfortable, caring 
environment. Respite care, as the 
name suggests, provides a break for 
the family from caring for their 
young adult with disability. It gives 
the parents an opportunity to spend 
quality time with their non-disabled 
children and attend to activities 
which they may not usually have a 


chance to do. The young adult away 

from home enjoys a new experience, 

learns to cope without the family 

and develops independence. He or 

she also has a very enjoyable time! 

We continue to offer the following, 

services: 

@ Short Term Respite Care Service 
(minimum of two weeks) 

€ Weekend Respite Care Service 

@ Day Care Service 

@ Overnight and Extended Night 
Stay (living away from home 
programmes for ATC, CSE and 
Family Services) 

@ Crisis Care (during emergencies) 

@ Independent Living for Young 
Adults 


@ Home Support Service 


During the year, IICP has 
undertaken various programmes to 
build up the Respite Care Services 
for children and young adults with 
cerebral palsy. The number of 
residents between April 2004 and 
March 2005 was 234. Additionally, 
697 extended night stays and short 
term stay programmes were held in 
the well-eguipped rooms with 
provision for varied nutritious and 
appetising menus. Outings and other 
forms of entertainment are an 
integral part of the stay. 


A programme for young adults 
“Living Away From Home” has 
been started with trainees of the 
Adult Training Centre and Special 
Learning unit of IICP. This provides 
the young person with an 
opportunity to learn to live more 
independently without familiar 
people around, and thus develop 
self-confidence, communication 
skills, social skills and improve 
independent living skills. Activities 
are varied and cater to all levels of 
ability and interest. Leisure skills 
include art and craft, indoor games, 
regular outings to restaurants cinema 
halls, families’ homes and places of 
interest. Relatives and friends are 
encouraged to visit the centre. There 
arc ample opportunities for learning 
and practicing household skills, such 
as planning meals, budgeting, 
shopping and cooking, cleaning, 
laundry and making beds. This 
service has provided a model for 
parents and other organisations to 
start Residential Services in the 
community. 


Respite Services have provided 
emergency help to families in crisis. 
Respite Services have also given 
some families the time they needed 
to resolve their home problems 
without the additional worry of 
caring for their child and young 
adults with disability. Concessions 
on charges are available for families 
with limited income. IICP has been 
able to support the families through 
sponsorship programmes. 


Respite Care has supported the 
Research and Training Division by 
providing valuable practical training 
experience for all courses conducted 
at IICP. Various training 
programmes have been conducted 
for Caregivers, Master Trainers, 
Community Workers and 
Government Officials. 


Three of our staff members have 
passed Centralised Examination for 
Caregivers. Now they are awaiting 
their RCI Registration. 


Resident's comments: 


«Staying in Respite Care bas not only 
given me pleasure but also taught me 
how to shave and make my bed.” 
“Respite Care is like my home. It taught 
me to be more independent in my 
personal care. I have had the 
opportunity to prepare my breakfast. 
Earlier, I could not do this.” 

*"TPy a new experience, staying in 
Respite Care. The care staff has treated 
me with respect and dignity. I love the 
caring atmosphere here and enjoy being 
with my friends.” 
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As a SNAC, we have been working 
in rural and urban districts of West 
Bengal with the following aims and 
Objectives:

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I SOCIAL SERVICES 


Purba Bose M.S.W. 


Department of Social Work 
occupies a very special position 
in IICP and its work is embedded 
in all the Service Divisions of the 
organisation. The professionals of 
this Department work not only 
with students but with families 
supporting them with difficulties 
they often face. They reach out to 
the community for understanding 
and equality for persons with 
disability striving for a more just 
and equitable society. 


This year the Department has 
successfully organised a National 
Seminar 'Rights On: 
Empowerment, Rights and Access 
for the Persons with Disability'. 
Ms. Anuradha Mohit, Special 
Rapporteur, Disability, National 
Human Rights Commission of 
India, Delhi, Prof. Shukla 
Debkanungo, Department of 
Social Work, Visva Bharati 
University, Prof. B. S. Chimni, 
Vice-Chancellor, West Bengal 
National University for the 
Juridical Sciences, Kolkata, 
Mr. K. S. Adhikaree, Assistant 
Commissioner for Disability, 
Mr. Joydeb Majumdar, Hony. 
Deputy Director, VidyaSagar 
School of Social Work, Dr. Sunrit 
Mullick, Regional Officer and 
Education Adviser, USEFI, 
Kolkata graced the seminar by 
giving their valuable presentations 
and deliberations. 


The social workers work very 
closely with the families, helping 
to lessen the trauma and 
emotional setback that may occur 
at any point of their association 
with IICP. The required 
networking among professionals 
and the families is carried out by 


the social workers who organise 
both the Diagnostic and 
Neurology Clinic. The social 
workers also co-ordinate the 
referral services, giving 
information, counselling and 
emotional support. This year, the 
social workers in this service 
division dealt with a great variety 
of issues ranging from acceptance 
of disability, interpersonal 
relationships, family support 
systems, income generation 
programmes and spreading 
awareness regarding provisions of 
the Persons with Disability Act, 
National Trust Act and different 
Government facilities. Thirty-four 
home visits were made to help the 
families to manage the child at 
home and to help resolve family 
issues. 


DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL 
WORK, SCHOOL SERVICES 


The social workers in this Service 
Division are working intensively 
with individual students and their 
families. The Department is 
dealing with more than 200 
students who are regular 
beneficiaries of the School 
Services. Through individual and 
group counselling, social workers 
help students to overcome or cope 
with the problems that concern 
them. Social workers interact with 
the family members, and have 
found family counselling helps 
them to cope with various life 
situations. 


The social workers visit and liaise 
with mainstream schools, 
organising group meetings and 
workshops with the parents, 
income generating programmes 
for parents and organising 


sponsorship for children below 
poverty line (BPL). Fifty-four 
home visits were made to help the 
family to manage the child at 
home and to help resolve family 
issues. 


DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL 
WORK, ADULT SERVICES 


The social workers in Adult 
Services have, throughout the 
year, given priority to developing 
the trainees’ self-advocacy skills. 
This change in priority has been 
initiated by our experiences that 
the trainees need to be more pro- 
active about their rights and 
acknowledge their responsibilities. 
This has resulted in the trainees 
forming their own advocacy 
group, 'Ankur'. They have 
initiated a newsletter called 
'Jhankar' and used theatre and 
Puppetry as a medium of 
awareness generation. 


With the adults in vocational 
training programmes, the 
emphasis has been on self- 
employment and finding jobs in 
corporate sectors. In this 
connection, the social workers 
have maintained constant contact 
and follow up services with 
potential employers. In order to 
establish self-employment for the 
trainees, local available resources 
are being tapped, and parents and 
trainees have been given guidance 
on how to procure loans and 
micro financing. 


Social workers represented IICP 
at many Disability Activist Forum 
meetings and workshops on 
disability and related topics. The 
Department has also undertaken 
studies to improve services and 
understand families’ needs more 
deeply.
